Borne newsmen who were near the 
President thought he was shocked, and perhaps angered, bv the 
unexpected gesture. 

Bhuniway s*id Mixon was- •imrrted' by— Fitzsimmons' - to - alfteffd a*hy one of 
a number of teamster conferences to discuss the workings of the 
Pay Board on which Fitzsimmons and Meany serve. 

Bhumway said Fitzsimmons wrote* 

I want to assure you that as President of the United States and 
the office you represent will he afforded the sincerest respect 
and courtesies that you and vour office deserve. 59 
ihe communications aide 3aid Mrs. Lou Gehrlng, widow of the 
baseball great of more than three decades ago, sent Kixon a wire 
in which she praised him for admirable courage toward the rudeness 
of Mr* Meany.’’ 

ihe administration obviously is hopeful that Kixon will emerge a 
clear winner in his increasingly acrimonious dispute with Meany 
and other leaders in the AFL-CIO.
